Claim 29, in (c), insert ", thereby identifying the test molecule as a modulator" 
before the period at the end of the claim. 

Cancel Claims 2-4, 8, 11-28 and 30-39. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a method for evaluating a chemical entity 
to bind to a glucocorticoid receptor (GR) site II, wherein said GR site II comprises the 
structure coordinates obtained from homology modeling of amino acids E537-V543, 
L566, G567, Q570-W577, S599-A607, W610, R611, R614, Q615, P625, Y663, L664 
and K667 of SEQ ID NO: 1 to (1 ) human progesterone receptor as set forth in Table 1 , 
(2) 3-D structure obtained from X-ray crystallography of GR by Bledsoe et al. (Crystal 
Structure of the Glucocorticoid Receptor Ligand Binding Domain Reveals a Novel Mode 
of Receptor Dimerization and Coactivator Recognition, Volume 110, Issue 1,12 July 
2002, Pages 93-105) as set forth in Table IV, and (3) 3-D structure obtained from X-ray 
crystallography of GR by Kauppi et al. (The Three-dimensional Structures of 
Antagonistic and Agonistic Forms of the Glucocorticoid Receptor Ligand-binding 
Domain, J. Biol. Chem., Vol. 278, Issue 25, 22748-22754, June 20, 2003) as set forth in 
Table V. The reason is that Applicants were first to identify the site II as a unique 
pharmacophore in the GR that is different from the previously known ligand binding site, 
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i.e., the binding site for dexamethasone and RU-486, identified by Bledsoe et al. and 
Kauppi et al., respectively.
